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FLYING VET CASE 
TAKES DRAMATIC 
TURN AS‘FOXY’ 
GIVES EVIDENCE 


REPORT by AJ SICLUNA 


THE Cardiff Crown 
Court trial of the 
‘Flying Vet’ who is 
accused of illegally 
possessing a Lewis 
machine gun nearly a 
century old, took a 
dramatic turn when 
an undercover police 
officer was called to 
give evidence. 

The courtroom was 
cleared of all members of 
the public and high 
screens were erected 
around the witness box, in 
order that the identity of 
the officer known as 
‘Foxy’ was not revealed. 

At one point during the 
case, the defendant, 
Maurice Kirk, aged 64, 
asked for permission for a 
live round to be fired from 
the gun in the courtroom. 
Judge Paul Thomas 
refused the request. 

Mr Kirk of Marlpits, St 
Donats, has pleaded not 
guilty to possessing a pro¬ 
hibited weapon, and not 
guilty of selling or trans¬ 
ferring it. 

It is alleged that Mr 
Kirk told the owner of a 
First World War fighter 
plane that the Lewis gun 
had been de-activated. 

The prosecutor Richard 
Twomlow said it was still 
capable of firing the live 
ammunition. 

The jury has heard that 
Mr Kirk, described in 
court as “eccentric”, post¬ 
ed a video of himself hold¬ 
ing the weapon on the 
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MAURICE KIRK 


internet. There it was seen 
by the undercover police 
officer, who contacted Mr 
Kirk, using the name of 
‘Foxy’. 

When ‘Foxy’ gave evi¬ 
dence, he said he tele¬ 
phoned Kirk, indicating 
his interest in the weapon. 

Mr Kirk told him “she’s 
no longer with me”. It is 
alleged that Mr Kirk indi¬ 
cated the gun had not been 
de-activated. 

Detective Constable 
Stephen Reed-Parker said 
he accessed a website of 
Mr Kirk’s and located the 
pictures of him carrying 
the gun. 

There was also refer¬ 
ence on You-tube to Mr 
Kirk landing a plane with¬ 
in a prohibited area of 
President Bush’s ranch in 
Texas. 

Mr Kirk said he indicat¬ 
ed he had been detained in 
prison in Texas and was 
forced to take a flying test 
by the Civil Aviation 
Authority. 

Andrew Huxtable, a 


firearms expert, said it was 
possible for one bullet at a 
time to be fired from the 
gun. 

“In my opinion, this is a 
firearm. It is a prohibited 
weapon.” he said. 

Richard Mabbitt, a 
proofmaster, with the 
Worshipful Company of 
Gun Makers, said he had 
been shown the weapon 
and found that it had not 
been de-activated. 

“It was stripped down 
and it was capable of 
being fired. It could have 
discharged a lethal round.” 
he said. It was at this point 
that Mr Kirk asked that a 
live round be fired from 
the gun. 

Earlier this week, 16 
large black boxes of docu¬ 
ments relating to the case 
were put in the dock 
alongside Mr Kirk. 

The judge said he did¬ 
n’t want any time wasted 
and said the issues were 
whether Mr Kirk was in 
possession of the gun, was 
it prohibited, and if it was, 
did he sell it without the 
permission of the 
Secretary of State. 

At one point Mr Kirk 
said to the judge “You and 
I are getting bored stiff 
with this case. The quicker 
we can talk law the bet¬ 
ter”. 

He described the case 
as a “charade” and said 
that he had wrongly been 
classified as a terrorist.

Barry Town Centre’s 
£200,000 cash bounty! 


BARRY town cen¬ 
tre is set to benefit 
from a £200,000 
cash boost - if the 
Vale cabinet agrees 
with the main rec¬ 
ommendation of a 
regeneration report. 

The injection of funds 
would be divided equally 
between the town cen¬ 
tre’s infrastructure on 
one hand, and activities 
and events on the other. 

The money is avail¬ 
able, thanks to a ‘section 
106’ agreement between 
the Vale Council and the 
developer of Valegate 
Retail Park at 
Culverhouse Cross, 
which allowed extra 
retail space - and in 
return the developer 
agreed to pay the council 
£ 200 , 000 . 

The idea is that money 
will be spent on enhanc¬ 
ing the local environment 
with improvements to 
buildings and additional 
features such as artwork, 
and that along with new 
events, there will be a 
significant economic 
impact. 

During discussions,

the timescale considered 
for the ‘events pro¬ 
gramme’ has varied from 
between two and five 
years, but it appears that 
a two-year programme 
spending £50,000 each 
year is likely. 

The ideas being con¬ 
sidered are a 
Christmas/winter won¬ 
derland event - either 
over one or two weeks - 
a week of Whitsun activ¬ 
ities for children, and a 
seven-day summer event. 

The chairman of 
Holton Road Traders 
Association, Mr Nick 
Frangoulis, said he wel¬ 
comed the injection of 
cash, but would have pre¬ 
ferred £150,000, rather 
than £100,00 to go into 
events and activities. 

He said: “The money 
is a welcome boost for 
the enhancement of 
Holton Road and will be 
used to attract shoppers 
into the town centre. 

“If over a three-year 
period we had larger, 
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quality events, this would 
bring new people to 
Holton Road and there 
would be a snowball 
effect. By the time the 
three years was up, the 
events would be estab¬ 
lished.” 

The traders have put 
forward their views to 
the council, and Mr 
Frangoulis added: “We 
have discussed having 
events before Easter, in 
the summer, during the 
autumn at the same time 
as the Tall Ships festival, 
and in November and 
December.” 

Mr Peter Foster, who 
has run Foster Shoes for 
13 years, also welcomed 
the extra cash. 

“I did know something 
about this from the 
traders’ meetings. Any 
money coming into the 
town centre has got to be 
a good thing.” 


He added that he was 
keen to see the Vale 
Council improve 

Christmas lighting in 
future years, whether 
from the new funding or 
another source. 

One item of expendi¬ 
ture earmarked under 
‘activities and events’ is 
£5,000 towards a 
bespoke screen to protect 
the King Square 
Christmas tree. 

Paul Haley, the chair¬ 
man of Pride in Barry, 
hoped it would lead to 
new cultural and eco¬ 
nomic development. 

“This is an excellent 
opportunity for the 
town’s traders, commu¬ 
nity groups and associa¬ 
tions to look at how to 
create festivals and 
events that will have the 
ability to grow into those 
not-to-be-missed cultural 
events that Barry could 
become known for. 

“There are, and have 
been, many such festivals 
on the Welsh calendar, 


such as Brecon Jazz, 
Abergavenny Food 
Festival, Caerphilly Big 
Cheese, the National 
Eisteddfod, and 

Porthcawl’s Elvis 

Weekend.” 

On a broader note. Mr 
Haley pointed out that 
other parts of the town 
should be providing 
events too. 

“For instance, we 
could have the Barry 
Island Rock Festival, the 
Gavin & Stacey Beach 
Party, or the Waterfront 
Dinghy Race Sailing 
Weekend. 

“I think this is a great 
time for anyone who 
thinks they have an idea, 
and can put together a 
plan and an organising 
team, to approach the 
Vale Council for support 
and assistance.” 

The Vale Council cab¬ 
inet was considering the 
report as The GEM went 
to press.

THE POINT OF NO RETURN...’ 

DEFENCE ACADEMY IN 
TORY MELTING POT? 


I N last week’s 
GEM, the head¬ 
line comment by 
Vale MP John 
Smith that the 
6 MoD College is 
past the point of no 
return ’ caused me 
to wonder why it 
was necessary for 
him to make that 
statement. 

It is a fact that the 
MoD has not given the 
go-ahead for the con¬ 
struction, and will not do 
so until the summer of 
this year. 

Other than the finan¬ 
cial situation of the UK, 
why does six to nine 
months make any differ¬ 
ence for such a decision 
to be made? 


The difficulty that I 
have is that within the 
next 15 weeks or so, it is 
possible that the UK will 
have a Conservative 
government in power. 

If so, the decision to 
give MoD St Athan the 
Academy will mean 
absolutely nothing. 

Welsh Labour MP, Mr 
Don Touhig for Islwn, 
chaired the parliamen¬ 
tary committee which 
made the decision to 
allow the Academy to be 
set up in the Vale.

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BOSCH LAND: 


OWNERSHIP IS 
HOT TOPIC FOR 
LOCAL PEOPLE 



The GEM’s revela¬ 
tion that Bosch 
owns 200 acres of 
land in the Vale has 
been greeted with 
surprise and dismay 
in the nearby village 
of Pendoylan. 

The village is little 
more than two miles 
away from the factory, 
but for the locals to 
whom the countryside is 
precious, news that at 
least 164 acres has 
industrial planning, and 
that it could be more, is a 
blow. 

Jeanette Llewellyn, a 
resident of Pendoylan for 
31 years and part care¬ 
taker of the village’s pri¬ 
mary school, said: “This 
is a green belt area where 
it is hard to get planning 
permission! 

“Bosch have come 
here, people have 
worked for them, and 
then they say ‘ that’s if 
and they are off to anoth¬ 
er country. 

“In the meantime, 
they have bought a lot of 
acreage and could make 
money on it - it seems a 
nice investment for 
them.” 

Mrs Llewellyn high¬ 
lighted the irony that for 
local people to get plan¬ 
ning permission was no 
easy task, while a large 
company had got it over

a large area of land. 

The former deputy 
leader of the Vale 
Council, Tony Williams, 
has said South 
Glamorgan County 
Council granted plan¬ 
ning on at least 164 
acres, and last week, 
Bosch told The GEM: 
“Bosch understands the 
strong interest in the 
land as it would be ideal 
for future development in 
the region. 

“Due to its prime 
location, we have 
already been contacted 
by a large number of 
interested parties. 

“Bosch will inform all 
relevant parties in due 
course once a decision 
on the future of the site 
or a potential sale is 
made.” 

Mr Dave Samuel of 
Home Farm, Hensol, 
said local people did not 
know the full facts sur¬ 
rounding what had been 
agreed on the land, and 
also pointed out that the 
location of the factory 
had been flawed from 
the outset, with many 
people having to travel 
to it from parts of the 
Rhondda. 

“It would have been 
much more sensible to 
locate it in the area in 


which people live. The 
prospect of jobs is vital 
in this day and age, but it 
must be balanced with 
preserving the country¬ 
side. 

“I despair at things 
l ik e this, but the older I 
get, the more I realise 
that with big business, 
you can’t beat them.” 

Mr Samuel said it 
seemed “crazy” that 
Bosch had obtained 
planning over such a 
large area of land, and 
pointed out the prece¬ 
dence given to the facto¬ 
ry - the main road from 
the M4 leads down to 
Bosch, with the route 
into the Vale being a 
mere side road off it! 

Mr Kami Soroush, 
owner of The New Red 
Lion Gastropub at the 
centre of Pendoylan, 
asked whether it was 
right that a company that 
was possibly leaving 
hundreds of people with¬ 
out jobs should profit 
from local land. 

“Is it the action of a 
reputable company to 
leave with golden coins 
in their back pocket, if 
more than 800 people 
have lost jobs?” he ques¬ 
tioned.

ing for an eleventh hour

“If it is true that there 
is a large amount of land 
owned by Bosch, then it 
is likely to be up for sale 
soon and would make an 
obvious target for both 
industrial and housing 
development. 

“While I would wel¬ 
come continued use or 
re-developing of the 
Bosch factory area for 
industrial or mechanical 
work, and to replace the 
jobs that are sadly being 
lost, I would be opposed 
to large scale building in 
this greenfield site.”

Pendoylan and the Ely 
Valley recently fought a 
hard-won battle against 
the area being used for 
an airport link road that 
would have seen large 
amounts of green fields 
going under tarmac and 
the area’s character 
destroyed. 

“I was very glad when 
Business and Transport 
Minister, Ieuan Wyn 
Jones, backed their cam¬ 
paign and refused the 
airport link through the 
rural Vale,” he added.

LLANDOUGH 
HOSPITAL should 
consider fining peo¬ 
ple who abuse dis¬ 
abled parking bays 
by taking places 
allocated for blue 
badge holders, a 
regional Assembly 
member has told 
The GEM. 

Chris Franks AM 
explained: “Plaid 
believes that they may 
need to consider follow¬ 
ing some supermarkets, 
including Tesco in 
Cardiff, who employ a 
private company. They 
impose fines on those 
that ignore the signs and 


park in a disabled per¬ 
son’s bay. 

“If people receive 
fines the message will 
soon get around that 
action will be taken. 
Unless they do get 
tougher than this, the 
problem will continue. 

“It is important that 
car parking is properly 
managed. This can 
sometimes be a problem 
in Llandough village 
with overflow parking 
from the hospital.” 

The issue came to 
light during correspon¬ 
dence between Mr 
Franks and the Cardiff 
and Vale University 
Health Board.

He originally wrote 
to the health authorities 
after hearing about con¬ 
cerns over the number of 
disabled bays provided. 

Chief executive of the 
health board, Jan 
Williams, said that it had 
increased the number of 
blue badge permit holder 
parking spaces at 
Llandough ,and it 
exceeded the recom¬ 
mended level under the 
Disability 

Discrimination Act by 
two per cent. 

But she added: 
“Regrettably, there is 
widespread abuse of 
blue badge usage with 
designated spaces being 
blocked by able-bodied 
visitors or patients. 

“The UHB’s car park¬ 
ing staff are being 
directed to challenge the 
identity of such users, 
but you will appreciate 
that it is a continuing 
problem.” 

Jan Williams said that 
the UHB was continuing 
to review car parking 
related matters to benefit 
patients and visitors 
through its car parking 
strategy group and car 
parking operational 
group. 

Mr Franks said: “The 
health authorities need to 


ensure that only those 
drivers that have blue 
badges park in disabled 
bays.” 

Mr Mike Spencer, the 
general manager for 
facilities at the hospital, 
said: “We apologise for 
any inconvenience to 
patients and staff at the 
University Hospital of 
Llandough. 

“We appreciate park¬ 
ing on site can be diffi¬ 
cult, especially with the 
major building develop¬ 
ments. 

“However, the num¬ 
ber of Blue Badge per¬ 
mit holder parking 
spaces has increased, in 
particular adjacent to the 
CAVOC Unit and in the 
visitor/patient car park.” 

He added: “We have 
looked into the option of 
issuing fines to those 
who abuse the Blue 
Badge bays but felt this 
was not a viable option 
at present. 

“However, we have 
asked our security staff 
to redirect their efforts to 
manage the Blue Badge 
areas and we are remind¬ 
ing members of the pub¬ 
lic of their responsibili¬ 
ties to park in appropri¬ 
ate, allocated areas.”

Raising a piece 
of wartime

THE story of how one

“The Minister has 
agreed to a meeting 
which is now being 
arranged. I hope there 
will be other avenues for 
the funding of these 
schemes.”

Tragic history of the 
Welsh mines is recalled 


Community hall needs 
new blood in Rhoose 


RECENTLY 
Geraint Thomas 
played host to a 
group of ten walk¬ 
ers who joined him 
at the miners’ 
memorial in the vil¬ 
lage of Senghenydd, 
where they were 
reminded of some 
tragic events in the 
history of the coal 
mining area. 

Because of the vast 
number of pits in the 
south Wales valleys it 
was inevitable that disas¬ 
ters would occur, mainly 
because of poor safety 
procedures, out of date 
machinery and lack of 
training. 

In those days there 
was no health and safely 
protection and time after 
after time, the valleys 
were shaken with grief 
as men lost their lives in 
successive disasters. 

The worst of these 
took place at the 
‘Universal Mine’ in 
Senghenydd, the first 
coal mine in the Aber 
valley that had been in 
production for just 18 
months. 

At 5.30am on May 
29, 1901, when the night 
shift were about to fin¬ 
ish, three explosions, 
which could be heard 
over three miles away, 
ripped the top of the 
shaft and 78-men were 
buried alive as huge rock 
falls and leaking gas pre¬ 
vented their escape. 

Twelve years later on 
October 14, 1913 just 
after 8 am, and only two 
hours into the morning 
shift an explosion fol¬ 
lowed by fire ripped 
through the underground 
tunnels of the same pit 
and 400 were trapped 
underground. 

The explosion was 
heard in Cardiff 11-miles 
away and members of

the old Glamorgan 
Constabulary who had 
no training, set about 
dealing with the situa¬ 
tion. Rescuers battled for 
days to recover the 
wounded and dead. 

It took a month to 
recover all the bodies 
and the final tragic total 
was 439 dead including 
69 teenagers and 162 
young men in their 
twenties. 

The managers and 
owners were prosecuted 
following the second 
tragedy as the safety rec¬ 
ommendations following 
the first explosion had 
not been implemented 
and the conditions the 
men were working in 
had in fact worsened! 

The manager was 
fined a paltry £24 and 
charges against the 
owner were dropped. 
Upon appeal the final 
insult came when the 
owner was found guilty 
and fined only £10 and 
5-guineas costs. The pit 
was worked for another 
15 years until it closed 
in 1928 and the memori¬ 
al to the victims of the 
disaster was not erected 
in the village until 1981. 

Heading out of the 
village and uphill by a 
noisy stream the group 
headed towards 
Senghenydd Dyke, a 
medieval bank and ditch 
that runs for almost 
12km between 
Llanbradach and 
Senghenydd. 

Blue skies and low 
winter sun meant it was 
warm enough for a cof¬ 
fee break on a rocky out¬ 
crop as buzzards flew 
from fence posts into the 
clear air, while down 
below them Caerphilly 
Castle was peeping out 
through the mist. 

Passing a dark conifer 
plantation they reached a 
coal tip, a black twin- 
peaked mountain now 
used by local lads as a 
scramble course for their

motor bikes. Circling the 
end of the valley they 
looked back onto the 
higgledy-piggledy ter¬ 
raced streets of this once 
thriving coal mining area 
where the only flat 
ground was where the 
pit had stood.

THE FIRST MINISTER GIVES

STUDENTS from 
across Wales will 
visit Auschwitz- 
Birkenau in 
March, to learn 
about the history 
of the Holocaust 
and its impact on 
the world we live 
in today. 

The ‘Lessons Lrom 
Auschwitz Project’ is 
run by the Holocaust 
Educational Trust which 
received an £80,000 
grant from the Welsh 
Assembly Government 
to fund, over time, two 


students between the 
ages of 16 and 18, from 
every school and col¬ 
lege in Wales, to take 
part in the project. 

The four-part course 
consists of two semi¬ 
nars, a one-day visit to 
Poland and a special 
project which gives stu¬ 
dents the opportunity to 
pass on the lessons they 
have learned to fellow 
students and the com¬ 
munities they live in. 

Lirst Minister 
Carwyn Jones AM said: 
“It’s important that we 
are able to support this 
project. It is vital that 


we remember on 
Holocaust Memorial 
Day what can happen if 
prejudice and discrimi¬ 
nation go unchecked. 
These lessons are as rel¬ 
evant today as they 
were 60 years ago.” 

Education Minister, 
Leighton Andrews, said: 
“This project gives stu¬ 
dents the opportunity to 
learn about a harrowing 
but crucial chapter of 
European history. 

“Lessons From 
Auschwitz gives young 
people the opportunity 
to gain valuable knowl¬ 
edge of what happened 


during this terrible peri¬ 
od. The scale and dev¬ 
astation of the 
Holocaust should never 
be forgotten.” 

Karen Pollock, chief 
executive of the 
Holocaust Educational 
Trust said: “We are 
delighted that the Welsh 
Assembly Government 
has recognised the value 
of the ‘Lessons from 
Auschwitz Project’. 

“We look forward to 
working with them to 
give Welsh students the 
opportunity to take part 
in this unique educa¬ 
tional opportunity. 


“The project gives 
students the chance to 
hear a Holocaust sur¬ 
vivor share their testi¬ 
mony, take part in a 
one-day visit to 
Auschwitz-Birkenau, 
and consider the con¬ 
temporary relevance of 
the Holocaust. 

“We hope that as a 
result, Welsh students 
will become ambassa¬ 
dors in their own com¬ 
munities, raising aware¬ 
ness of the past and 
challenging prejudice 
and racism today,” he 
concluded.

among four selected 
to represent Wales 
at an International 
Youth Festival in 
New Zealand. 

They are Jasmine 
Vincent, from the Barry 
Rescue Division, and 
Samantha Evans, a 
member of the Bridgend 
Division. 

The Christchurch fes¬ 
tival, which is taking 
place between January 
25 and February 1, 
includes cultural, social, 
educational and sporting 
activities. 

Based at Lincoln 
University (NZ), more 
than 500 St John mem¬ 
bers from across the 
globe will be attending 
the week-long festival 
and Samantha (17) of 
Brackla, said she could¬ 
n’t wait for the trip. 

“I’m really excited 
and also a bit nervous 
but I’m really looking 
forward to meeting new 
people. This will be my 
first time in New 
Zealand and I can’t 
wait!” 

Fifteen-year-old 
Jasmine, of Cadoxton, 
Barry, also said she was 
looking forward to expe¬ 
riencing the New 
Zealand lifestyle. 

“I’m looking forward 
to bungee jumping and 
swimming with the dol¬ 


in the western Vale, 
whose children already 
face a long bus trip each 
morning to get to Ysgol 
Bro Morgannwg in Barry. 

Mr Andrew Lewis, 
who lives in St Donat’s, 
said; “My son already has 
to catch a bus that arrives 
at 7.35am, and he is by no 
means the first to get on. 

“If the free bus was 
phased out, then there 
would be no possible way 
of getting to Barry by the 
start of the school day on 
a commercial bus serv¬ 
ice.” 

Mr Lewis feels that 
Welsh language pupils 
are being discriminated 
against. 

He said: “When the 
Welsh medium compre¬ 
hensive was set up, we 
had reservations because 
it was not in a central 
location, but now we feel 
badly let down. 

“It is the only such 
school, so it is impossible 
to transfer to anywhere 
nearer. I don’t think that it 
is unreasonable to expect 
a bus service to be avail¬ 
able for those students 
who live a long way 
away.” 

Mr Lewis also raised 
concerns about the con¬ 
sultation process itself, he 
said: “Consultation 

responses were supposed 
to reach the council by 
February 1, but we only 


received our letter on 
January 27. 

“Also, I cannot under¬ 
stand why letters were 
sent to parents and 
guardians of year-10 and 
year-11 pupils only. 

“Don’t year-7, year-8 
and year-9 get a say as 
well?” 

For the Vale Council, 
the head of strategic plan¬ 
ning and performance, 
Paula Ham, pointed out: 
“Letters were distributed, 
via schools, to all pupils 
in years 10 and 11 during 
the first week of January 
- although it is possible 
that delays in distribution 
were caused by the severe 
weather conditions at the 
time. 

“Consultation letters 
were also sent to head¬ 
teachers and chairs of 
governors of the affected 
schools, as well as further 
education colleges and 
other relevant bodies. 

“The consultation has 
attracted a high response 
rate.” 

She continued: “The 
impact of the proposals 
on students living in the 
western Vale would be 
variable, depending on 
the option applied. 

“The charging option 
would result in the cur¬ 
rent transport network 
being maintained 
meaning that students 
could still access schools 


and colleges in the same 
way as they do at present 
- but paying a contribu¬ 
tion towards the cost of 
the transport. 

“This would be 
applied equally to all stu¬ 
dents living more than 
three miles from their 
educational establish¬ 
ment and, therefore, 
would not result in the 
impact being greater for 
those living in the west¬ 
ern Vale attending Bro 
Morgannwg.” 

Dr Ian Johnson, Plaid 
Cymru candidate for the 
Vale, was unimpressed by 
either of the options - a 
travel grant or charging 
system - saying that both 


were worse for parents 
and pupils than the cur¬ 
rent arrangements. 

He said: “The 

Conservatives on the Vale 
Council are discriminat¬ 
ing against those who 
have chosen a different 
education for their chil¬ 
dren - penalising those 
who send children to St 
David’s College or to 
Ysgol Bro Morgannwg, 
as well as those who 
make the choice to attend 
further education col¬ 
leges to continue their 
education.” 

• The issue will be 
discussed at a scrutiny 
committee on February 
15.

Council must wait to 
count pothole cash 


THE Vale Council 
is waiting to see 
how much cash it 
will receive from 
the Assembly for 
emergency repairs 
to potholes that 
were caused by the 
big freeze in 
January. 

The Deputy First 
Minister, Ieuan Wyn 
Jones AM, announced 
on February 1 that local 
authorities will be 
receiving an extra £2.75 
million to help them 
tackle the numerous pot¬ 
holes left by the recent 


snow and heavy rain. 

As there are 22 local 
authorities, each authori¬ 
ty might expect to 
receive more than 
£100,000, but the exact 
split has not yet been 
revealed. 

The money, which is 
additional to the annual 
grant already allocated, 
will allow work on these 
localised weaknesses to 
begin immediately. 

Mr Jones said: “This 
extra money will help 
local authorities address 
the problems caused by 
the recent unforeseen 
weather conditions. 

“It will allow them to 


tackle the potholes left 
by the recent adverse 
weather, and to continue 
the progress they have 
made to date maintain¬ 
ing the road network” 

Miles Punter, Vale 
head of visible services, 
said: “The Welsh 

Assembly Government 
is yet to announce the 
amounts that will be 
allocated to each author¬ 
ity, or when this funding 
is likely to be received.

With just weeks to go until the first 
analogue TV signals are switched 
off in Cardiff, Newport and south 
east Wales, The GEM has teamed 
up with Digital UK to provide 
readers with this special guide 
to the digital TV switchover. 


What is switchover and 
when is it happening? 

Digital TV switchover is the biggest change in television since 
the introduction of colour. Analogue signals will be switched off 
and replaced with new digital services. This will make Freeview 
available for the first time to thousands of homes watching 
local / relay / transmitters in areas such as Ponfypool, Rhondda 
and Ebbw Vale. 


Switching off the analogue network will also 
allow digital signals to be boosted to full 
strength, improving reception for many viewers 
already watching Freeview, Top Up TV and BT 
Vision. 

To continue receiving TV after switchover, ana¬ 
logue sets will need to be converted using a digi¬ 
tal box or replaced with a new digital television. 
Switchover for the Wenvoe transmitter group, 
serving Cardiff, Newport and south east Wales, 
will happen in two stages on March 3 and March 
31, 2010. Some readers may receive their TV 
signal from a different transmitter group which 
will switch on at a different date. You can check 
when you switch by using the postcode checker 


on the Digital UK website at digitaluk.co.uk or 
by calling 08456 505050. A Welsh language 
helpline is available on 08458 48 48 48. 

Digital UK, the independent organisation set up 
by the broadcasters, provides a helpline and 
website to help with general questions about get¬ 
ting digital TV and preparing for the switchover. 
Emyr Byron Hughes, Digital UK’s National 
Manager for Wales, says: “Switchover will 
change forever how television is broadcast. I’m 
delighted that, very soon, viewers who have 
previously been unable to get Freeview services 
will be able to do so for the first time. Most 
people are well prepared; but for those who still 
have questions, we are here to help.” 



■Opt TV 
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How will switchover happen? Getting digital TV 

Switchover will happen in two stages. If you currently receive your TV signal 
through an aerial, in either analogue or digital format (e.g. Freeview, Top Up 
TV, BT Vision), then you’ll need to make a note of the information below. 

Televisions connected to a cable or satellite service are not affected. 


Stage one - March 3, 2010: 

In the early hours, analogue BBC Two will be switched off and replaced with a 
new digital signal. Local ‘relay’ TV transmitters will also start to broadcast the 
BBC’s other digital channels for the first time. 

Readers switching to digital for the first time via Freeview, Top 
Up TV or BT Vision will now be able to set up their equipment. 

Homes already watching these services should retune their 
digital boxes or IDTVs.

the remote control. All the analogue channels will be 
switched off permanently, however, at stage two. 

Stage two - March 31, 2010: 

All remaining analogue channels will be switched off 
and replaced with additional digital services. Everyone m 

watching Freeview, Top Up TV or BT Vision will 
need to retune their equipment again to receive 
all available channels. 

What time will services 
be switched on? 

On both dates, these changes will happen 
overnight. For most viewers, services will be 
restored by the morning. Households receiving 
their TV signal from local relay transmitters will 
receive new digital services later in the day and should tune 
in for the first time or retune from this point.

Most households in Wales are already enjoying digital TV on at least one set in the 
home. If you’re still only receiving five or fewer analogue channels through an aerial on 
any of your sets, you’ll need to think about converting them for switchover. If you don’t, 
you risk being faced with a blank screen once analogue signals are switched off. 

There are three main ways to go digital: 

• Convert your existing analogue TV using a digital box 

(e.g. Freeview, Top Up TV or BT Vision). 

• Have a digital TV service, such as satellite, cable or broadband TV, 

installed for you. Providers include Sky, freesat, Virgin Media and Tiscali TV. 

• Buy a new TV with digital (Freeview or freesat) built in. 

Remember, almost everyone will be able to watch Freeview after switchover - even 
homes currently out of coverage. If you choose to get television this way you’ll be able 
to receive BBC One, BBC Two, ITV1, S4C, Channel 4 and Five, plus a range of other 
channels and interactive services. The exact number of channels will depend on which 
transmitter supplies your signal. If you can’t currently receive Freeview, you won’t be 
able to tune in until the signal starts up in your area. 

You can check the options for going digital in your area and the channels you’ll be 
able to receive via an aerial using the postcode checker on the Digital UK website at 
digitaluk.co.uk. Extra channels are available through other digital TV services, such as 
satellite or cable. 

Virtually any TV set, including black and white ones and those without Scart 
sockets, can be converted using a digital box. If you’re buying new TV equipment, look 
for the ‘digital tick’ logo. This identifies products designed to continue working through 
the switchover. 

Digital TV also provides on-screen TV listings, widescreen pictures and red-button 
interactive services. Viewers who are deaf or hard-of-hearing will be able to enjoy 
additional subtitled programming, while those who are blind or partially sighted can 
benefit from audio description services, providing a commentary on what’s happening 
on screen. 

Hotels, B&Bs, caravan parks and other areas of the tourism industry will also need 
to convert their televisions to digital. Advice for landlords and other property managers 
is available on the Digital UK website at digitaluk.co.uk/propertymanagers.

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The Switchover Help Scheme... 


THOUSANDS of people in Wales have 
already taken up help from the 
Switchover Help Scheme. Run by the 
BBC under an agreement with the 
Government, it’s an official scheme 
which makes switchover easy for older 
and disabled people by giving practical 
help to switch one TV in their home. 
Now’s the time to contact the Help 
Scheme if you’re eligible and you want 
help in time for switchover. 

People are eligible for the Help 
Scheme if they are: 

• aged 75 years or over; 

• eligible for attendance or constant 
attendance allowance, or mobility 
supplement, or disability living allowance; 

• registered blind or partially sighted; 

• or have been living in a care home 
for six months or more. 

If you’re eligible, you will be offered 
equipment that’s easy to use, delivery or 
installation and a demonstration of how to use 
it, together with a choice of options. We will 
also check your aerial and upgrade it where 
we can, if it’s needed. Importantly, there is a 
freephone number to call for help while you 
get used to things. 

The Help Scheme has been specially 
designed with older and disabled people in 
mind and offers a high standard of service, 
such as fixed appointment times and installers 
trained to take extra care in your home. 

Most people will be asked to pay £40 
towards the standard offer of help. For 
eligible people on income-related benefits, 
it’s free. Eligible people can also choose 
from a range of other Help Scheme options, 
sometimes at a higher cost. 

If you know an older or disabled person 
who might still need help to switch to digital 
TV, you could lend a helping hand and give 
them the message about the Switchover Help 
Scheme. Even if they have digital TV already, 
they can get help to switch another TV set in 
their home.

Choosing your preferred services 

TV signals in parts of Wales overlap with those from 
England, and this will continue to be the case after 
switchover. After a retune, if you are seeing English BBC 
or ITV services at the top of your channel list, you are 
likely to find Welsh services further down. You can make 
these easier to find by using the ‘favourites’ list option on 
your digital TV or box. See your instruction manual for 
more details. Alternatively, you can manually retune your 
equipment to pick up specific services from your local 
transmitter. Advice on retuning is available at 
digitaluk.co.uk/retuning and on 08456 505050. A Welsh 
language helpline is available on 08458 48 48 48. 

What if I've already got digital TV? 

Viewers already watching Freeview, Top Up TV or BT 
Vision will need to retune on both switchover dates in 
order to continue receiving all available channels. Cable 
and satellite services are not affected by switchover. 
You’ll also need to think about converting any other sets 
in your home and consider any recording equipment. 

If you’re buying a box to convert your main TV, consider 
getting a digital TV recorder with a ‘twin tuner’. As well 
as making your television ready for switchover, some 
models will let you record two digital channels at once. 
Ask your local electrical retailer about which kind of 
digital TV recorder is best for you.

How will switchover 
affect my recording 
equipment? 

It's not just your TV which may 
be affected oy switchover: 
recorders may need updating 
too. 

When the switch to all-digital signals 
takes place, video and analogue DVD 
recorders will still play back and record, but 
you won’t be able to record one channel 
while you watch another. If you want to con¬ 
tinue doing this after switchover, the simplest 
way is to get a digital TV recorder. 

There are three types of digital TV 
recorder: a recorder that records onto a hard 
drive; a recorder that records onto a DVD; a 
recorder that allows you to do both. 

What are the main benefits of getting a 
hard drive digital TV recorder? 

In addition to being able to watch one 
channel while recording another, upgrading 
to a digital TV recorder will give you the fol¬ 
lowing benefits: 

• Record at the touch of a button - no 
tapes or timers required. 

• Pause and rewind live TV. 

• Record a whole series at once. 

• On-screen electronic programme guide. 

What to buy? 

You don’t need to buy a new television for 
switchover. Virtually any TV - even black- 
and-white ones - can be converted with a 
digital box. If your set doesn’t have a Scart 
socket, ask your retailer for a box with an 
“RF modulator”. 

But if you are buying any new TV equip¬ 
ment, always look for the ‘digital tick’ logo, 
which shows a product is designed to contin¬ 
ue working after switchover. 

If you’re buying a box to convert your 
main TV, consider getting a digital TV 
recorder with a ‘twin tuner’. As well as mak¬ 
ing your television ready for switchover, 
some models will let you record two digital 
channels at once. Ask your local electrical 
retailer about which kind of digital TV 
recorder is best for you. 

What if I need 
work on my 
aerial? 

Most rooftop aerials will be 
fine after switchover but a 
small proportion of aerials 
are likely to need 
replacing. 





Some set-top aerials may also need to be 
replaced. You can check whether your exist¬ 
ing aerial is likely to be suitable for receiving 
digital by visiting the aerial test page on tele¬ 
text page 484. 

If you do need a new aerial, you should 
expect to pay around £60-£180 for a standard 
installation. Remember, never let ‘cold- 
callers’ offering aerial services into your 
home. Neither Digital UK nor the Switchover 
Help Scheme will ever visit you without prior 
notice and proof of identity. Also, be aware 
there is no such thing as a ‘digital aerial’. If 
you feel you have been a victim of unscrupu¬ 
lous traders or installers, call the Consumer 
Direct helpline on 0845 404 05 06 for free 
impartial advice on your rights. 

Never attempt to adjust a rooftop aerial 
yourself. Look for a Registered Digital 
Installer (RDI) with the ‘digital tick’ logo. 
This means they have been trained and secu¬ 
rity checked. Go to rdi-lb.tv/installers.html or 
call Digital UK on 0845 650 50 50 for more 
information. If you can’t find an RDI locally, 
look for someone with Associate RDI or CAI 
Plus status - or ask your local electrical 
retailer. 

If you live in a flat and share your aerial 
with others then you may have a communal 
TV system. If so, it may need to be adapted to 
receive digital TV. Your landlord or manag¬ 
ing agent should be aware of this and be mak¬ 
ing plans but you may want to check. 

In certain areas, changes to the frequen¬ 
cies used to broadcast digital TV may mean 
viewers need to replace their aerials in order 
to receive all the available channels. In par¬ 
ticular, a minority of homes receiving their 
signal from the Cwmfelinfach or Usk trans¬ 
mitters may need a new aerial in order to 
receive all the digital channels available. 

Digital UK recommends that you wait 
until after switchover to see if your aerial 
needs replacing in order to avoid having 
unnecessary work carried out. 

How to install 

a digital box 

Switching to digital television 
is simple and needn’t be 
expensive. 

If you choose to get digital 
TV through an aerial - 
Free view, Top Up TV, or BT 
Vision - it’s reasonably 
straightforward to connect the 
digital box yourself. The illustra¬ 
tion shows you how. 

First, make sure your TV is 
unplugged from the electricity sup¬ 
ply and don’t switch the supply 
back on again until all the equip¬ 
ment is reconnected. 

Once the TV is disconnected, 
j plug in any Scart and aerial 
■ . cables needed and then recon¬ 
nect your equipment to the 
’ mains. Finally, turn on your 
TV and then your digital box. 
You may now be prompted by 
your box to scan for digital 
channels. If so, simply follow 
the on-screen instructions. If 
not, follow the instmctions 
that came with your equip¬ 
ment to tune into digital 
channels. 

You’re now ready to enjoy 
digital TV.

How to retune your 
digital box or digital 
television 

Viewers watching Freeview, Top Up TV 
or BT Vision will need to a full retune their 
equipment at both stages of switchover in 
order to continue receiving services. 
Retuning is also required from time to time to 
access new channels as they become avail¬ 
able. 

To do a full retune your Freeview, Top Up 
TV or BT Vision equipment, follow these 
steps (these instructions are a guide only - 
each product works slightly differently). 

Switch on your digital box or digital tele¬ 
vision 

Press ‘menu’ on the remote control 

Select ‘set up’ or ‘installation’ option 

Select ‘first time installation’ option 
(sometimes called ‘factory reset’, ‘full 


retune’ or ‘default settings’) 

Press “OK” if your equipment asks if you 
want to delete all your channels - don’t worry 
this is normal. 

Channels will be automatically installed. 
This may take a few minutes, and your 
equipment may shut down and restart. 

The Digital UK website has a short video 
showing you how to retune, and specific re¬ 
tuning instructions for the most popular 
Freeview products. Go to 
www. digitaluk. co .uk/retuning 

If you need help with retuning, find you 
are missing some channels or your equipment 
has stopped working, visit 
digitaluk.co.uk/retuning for more informa¬ 
tion. If you can’t fix this yourself, you may 
need to call out an installer. Make sure the 
installer you choose has been security 
checked and trained. Your instruction manual 
should give you full information on how to re¬ 
tune and set favourites. If you can’t find your 
manual, please contact the manufacturer.

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There are now just a few weeks to go until the Wenvoe transmitter 
group, serving Cardiff, Newport and south east Wales, starts its 
switch to digital on 3 March. 


For anyone who receives TV through an aerial and plans to 
switch using a Freeview TV or box* there are two important stages 
to remember: 


3 March - Switchover stage one: 


The switchover begins. Analogue BBC Two will be switched off 
permanently, and the higher powered BBC digital services will 
launch. All Freeview TVs and boxes will need to be installed or re-tuned at this point. 

31 March - Switchover stage two: 

On 31 March the remaining analogue channels will be switched off and the rest of the digital services launched. 
All Freeview TVs and boxes will need to be re-tuned again. 

Switchover will make Freeview available to virtually every home in this area, including those that can’t currently 
receive it, as it allows the digital signal to be strengthened and transmitted for the first time from the 75 local 
relay transmitters. This will mean that everyone can get around 15 channels, and will also provide additional 
services such as audio description for viewers with disabilities. Those who receive satellite and cable TV however, 
will not be affected by this change.

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Dull Mel Gibson thriller takes 
viewer to the 'Edge’ of despair! 


H aving built 

up a career 
with the 

likes of Mad Max , 
the Lethal Weapon 
franchise and, of 
course, Braveheart , 
it seemed Mel 
Gibson’s leading 
man life had ended 
with 2002’s Signs. 

Opting to stay behind 
the camera, Gibson 
directed the controver¬ 
sial yet financially-suc¬ 
cessful The Passion of 
the Christ, and 
Apocalypto, a film that 
was undermined by the 
bad publicity accrued 
when Gibson was 
arrested for drunk-driv¬ 
ing, accused of anti- 
semitic behaviour and 
coining a phrase that for 
Dave Coaches in Gavin 
& Stacey is a term of 
endearment. 

However, Gibson 
now returns to the front 
of the camera for 
Casino Roy ale director 
Martin Campbell in 
Edge of Darkness. 

Based on a 1985 
BBC miniseries (also 
directed by Campbell), 
it sees Gibson play 
Thomas Craven, a 
detective whose daugh¬ 
ter (Bojana Novakovic) 
is gunned down in front 
of him. 

Originally thinking 
that he was the target, 


he soon learns that his 
daughter was an activist 
with links to a shadowy 
defence organisation. 

As he finds himself 
further embroiled in 
what his daughter was 
doing, he is contacted 
by a shadowy man 
named Jedburgh (Ray 
Winstone), whose 
murky motives will 
either help or hinder 
Craven’s investigation... 

Dubious religious 
views aside, I’m sure 
I’m not the only one 
who has missed seeing 
Mel Gibson on screen 
these last eight years. 

With performances 
that bristle with charis¬ 
ma coupled with a 
strong acting ethic and a 
varied CV, Gibson is 
certainly one of cine¬ 
ma’s more notable per¬ 
formers. 

That being said, it 
will take more than the 
limp Edge of Darkness 
to bring Gibson back to 
the level with which he 
was once accustomed, 
because despite the 
actor’s best intentions, 
he can’t quite get to 
grips with a film that is 
lacklustre in the 
extreme. 

It doesn’t help that 
Gibson is a touch rusty 
in front of the camera, 
offering a performance 
that is solid yet lacking 
any real spectacle. 

It seems odd he does¬ 


n’t do more with the 
role, particularly as 
takes in elements of 
many of his previous 
characters - a splash of 
Riggs from Lethal 
Weapon, a drop of Tom 
Mullen from Ransom, a 
pinch of Porter from 
Payback - but whether 
it’s a lack of faith in the 
material or just a case of 
nerves, his turn is hit 
and miss. 

Excelling in the emo¬ 
tional scenes, Gibson 
captures the anger, con¬ 
fusion and sadness of 
the situation he finds 
himself in, bringing an 
old-school attitude to 
his detective, knowing 
that bending the rules 
can only help in finding 
who is responsible for 
killing his daughter. 

When he has to get 
angry and violent, how¬ 
ever, Gibson flounders 
in a sea of grimaces and 
gritted teeth, failing to 
convey the passion of 
his character’s need to 
find his daughter’s 
killer. 

The performances 
around Gibson are simi¬ 
larly inconsistent, with 
Ray Winstone doing his 
best gritty Cockney but 
failing to have anything 
overly meaningful to do 
in a script that wastes 
his talents considerably. 

The scenes he shares 
with Gibson rattle along 
nicely, but his character

is never fully explained 
and seems too perfunc¬ 
tory to the plot, all the 
more surprising given 
that Winstone replaced 
Robert De Niro early on 
in the shoot. 

Both Danny Huston, 
as the head of the shad¬ 
owy organisation who 
know more about 
Craven’s daughter than 
they let on, and the 
underrated Denis 
O’Hare are given short 
shrift, the importance of 
their characters in the 
overall scheme of things 
paling in relation to the 
amount of screentime 
they receive. 

Given his knowledge 
of the story, Martin 
Campbell has a good go 
at bringing this big 
screen version to life, 
yet finds himself caught 


in the trap of being 
unable to really liven up 
proceedings. 

With its dark hues 
and constant rain, he 
creates a dark and shad¬ 
owy world that is 
reflected in the story¬ 
line, but there is little 
invention in his direc¬ 
tion, with the odd action 
set-piece feeling tired 
and seeemingly thrown 
in to alleviate another 
scene of exposition. 

Campbell is certainly 
a skilled director - after 
all he resuscitated the 
James Bond franchise 
not once, but twice - but 
he offers little that is 
fresh or exciting here. 

It is a criticism that 
can be similarly levelled 
at screenwriters William 
Monahan {The 
Departed ) and Andrew 
Bovell, who manage to 
make the film far too 
complicated and murky, 
giving characters such 
as those played by 
Winston, Huston and 
O’Hare little in the way 
of screentime or motiva¬ 
tion. 

They also fail to sat¬ 
isfactorily edit down the 
six-hour original’s story 
into a two-hour film, 
with several pivotal 
scenes of Craven work¬ 
ing his way up the food 
chain to his daughter’s 
killers cut to the bare 
bones and failing to sat¬ 
isfy the needs of the 


story. 

Having not seen the 
original I can only 
assume that it fares 
much better than what is 
on show here; notable 
certainly for Mel 
Gibson’s first big screen 
outing in eight years, 
there is little else it will 
be remembered for; 
Edge of Darkness? 

More like the edge of 
despair! 

VERDICT - A poor 
film that feels under¬ 
whelming. Edge of 
Darkness’ only real 
positive is that it gets 
Mel Gibson back in 
front of the camera. 
While not at his best , 
his hit and miss per¬ 
formance is the only 
positive you can take 
out of a film that is 
lacking in nearly all 
areas. Poor.

Taking the Taff Trail - 
in the virgin snow! 


R ecently, 

Peter had to 
cancel his 
planned walk due 
to illness, and we 
hope he has now 
recovered. 

At very short notice, 
Clive and Jeff stepped in 
to share a walk to take 
advantage of the better 
weather, starting at the 
Black Cock Inn. 

Joined by Pam and 
Krys and Paul at the pub 
where Pam’s multi¬ 
coloured socks (follow¬ 
ing gifts received at 
Christmas) were shown 
off and greatly admired, 
the small group set off 
on what turned out to be 
a very pleasant six-mile 
walk in surprisingly 
good weather. 

They made their way 
through Fforest Fawr 
(great forest) a lovely 
wood containing broad¬ 
leaved trees which is 
classed as a Site of 
Special Interest, and sur¬ 
rounds the fairy-tale 
Castell Coch, perched 
above the Taff gorge. 

They dropped down 
to join the Taff Trail, 
opened in 1988 as a 
walking and cycling 
route that follows much 
of the old Taff Vale rail¬ 
way line and the disused 
Glamorgan Canal. 

Both were built dur¬ 
ing the 18th and 19th 
centuries to transport 
coal and iron ore from 
Merthyr Tydfil and the 
Rhondda Valley down to 



the docks at Cardiff and 
Barry. 

Stopping at a vantage 
point along the trail for 
an early lunch, they had 
good views of Garth Hill 
and away to the north, 
towards the central 
Brecon Beacons. 

Further along the trail 
it was time to leave the 
flat track and do some 
climbing as they 
approached the base of 
Craig yr Allt. 

They climbed gradu¬ 
ally to the top of the hill 
which stands at 273- 
metres (896-feet) and at 
the top had brilliant 
views towards 
Caerphilly in the east, 
and nestling below them 
to the west, Nantgarw 
and Taffs Well. 

The Taff Ely 
Ridgeway Walk passes 
across the top of the hill 
and, as they walked on, 
those at the front were 
treading in virgin snow, 
which is always a thrill, 
walking where no one 
else has trodden! 

Someone, somewhere, 


was experiencing ram 
because the group had a 
great view of an arched 
rainbow high in the sky, 
before they moved on, 
gazing down on 
Caerphilly Castle, until 
it was time to descend 
into the valley. 

All that was left was 
to make their way back 
to the Black Cock, 
where they took advan¬ 
tage of the hospitality on 
offer and enjoyed hot 
drinks before the journey 
home. 

Wear suitable cloth¬ 
ing, preferably boots and 
carry waterproofs, food 
and drinks. Some degree 
of fitness is required and 
if you are in any doubt, 
then please contact the 
walk leader for advice.

Wales set to roar 
in battle of the 
Lions - and spoil 

centenary celebrations

A S if the final countdown to the 
119th meeting between world 
rugby’s two arch rivals is not 
drama enough for the most fervent afi¬ 
cionados, the Lee Byrne saga has been 
in danger of igniting a fuse that could 
make Saturday’s centenary-year clash 
at Twickenham an even more explosive 
occasion than usual. 

For there is no doubt that the farcical 
events of the Heineken Cup match between 
the Ospreys and Leicester Tigers that saw 
Wales and British Lions full back Byrne 
being singled out for blame in the ‘16th 
man’ uproar and banned from facing 
England after the defeated Tigers’ vehement 
protests, have left a bitter aftertaste on both 
sides of the border. 

The fact that the Welsh camp’s prepara¬ 
tions for the Six Nations opener were seri¬ 
ously disrupted, forcing the head coach to 
delay his team announcement while Byrne 
mounted a successful appeal against his sen¬ 
tence in Glasgow on Tuesday, would not 
have gone down well, with many rightly 
questioning why an unintentional touchline 
mix-up in a club competition should result 
in a key Welsh player being penalised at 
international level. Thankfully, common- 
sense prevailed in the end. 

With wily Leicester demanding a com¬ 
plete re-match because of the bare 50 sec¬ 
onds when Ospreys had 16 men on the field, 
Welsh indignation would not have been 
soothed by veiled suggestions of deliberate 
‘cheating’ by the region fed through the 
London media - even equating it to the 
Harlequins- ‘Bloodgate’ scandal! 

It has prompted wry rejoinders by those 
with long memories that the Leicester club 
itself has hardly been whiter-than-white 
‘Back’ in the past! 

Ironically, the prevailing attitude in this 
cynically-professional age where sport is 
now big business dictated by TV schedules, 
and money is the main motivating force, was 
unwittingly spelt out by former England 
star turned rugby pundit, Stuart Barnes, 
when he wrote: 

“Cheating is smart play... You have to 
coach teams how to be disciplined and by dis¬ 
cipline, I mean committing infringements 
when they have to - not for the sake of 
them... 

“During a game there are times when you 
think the opposition is going to score and you 
have to break the rules...” 

All this is a far cry from the situation the 
red-faced Ospreys management found them¬ 
selves in, but it remains to be seen if the fall¬ 
out from the Heineken controversy still 
clouds the air when the two teams run out at 
‘Twickers’ on Saturday. 

If so, it would be a pity, for this 119th 
match promises to be a particularly 
enthralling encounter between two camps 
that have much to prove, following disap¬ 
pointing autumn results, and the relative 
lack of success by their respective clubs and 
regions in Europe. 

Freed of the distractions afflicting Warren 
Gatland and the Wales management, 
England kingpin Martin Johnson was able 
to quietly unveil his line-up at lunchtime on 
Tuesday and it contained few surprises. 

With a pack containing the likes of 
Moody, Haskell, Easter and Shaw; and a 
^pacey-looking backline marshalled by born-

again Jonny Wilkinson, on paper it presents 
a potentially formidable mix. 

However, the more seasoned Wales team, 
packed with British Lions and buoyed by 
four victories in the last six meetings with 
the ‘old enemy’ including the stunning 23-15 
win to launch the second Grand Slam two 
years ago, will be quietly confident of spoil¬ 
ing the centenary celebrations. 

They were banking on a reunited Lions’ 
front row of Adam Jones, Matthew Rees and 
Gethin Jenkins, to establish a crucial edge 
over the English lion, by dominating the less 
battle-hardened opposing trio, thus enabling 
the Welsh pack to tie in the big English 
eight, and freeing their own exciting backs 
to seek out the wide open spaces of 
Twickenham. 

Sadly, when the team was announced yes¬ 
terday it showed that Rees has had to with¬ 
draw through injury, and will be replaced 
by in-form Blues hooker Gareth Williams, 
whose wing colleague Tom James starts 
ahead of Leigh Halfpenny. 

With Byrne thankfully at full back, there 
were no other surprises, though one imag¬ 
ines there was quite a bit of debate over the 
inside half slot. 

As all eyes now turn towards west 
London, both head coaches will be all too 
painfully aware that this is already seen as a 
season-defining match in terms of their 
teams’ aspirations, as rugby’s holy grail of 
World Cup glory inches ever nearer. 

Let battle commence!

BARRY displayed 
all the positives of 
Welsh club rugby 
last weekend; a 
superb channel 
backdrop; a well 
appointed and
